Douglas, Lloyd C. DOCTOR HUDSON'S SECRET JOURNAL Houghton, Mifflin 
* This is a sure winner for The Magnificent Obsession market, and their name 


is legion. It should also serve as a springboard for plus sales of that famous best 
seller, among those who may chance to read the new book and are carried forward, 
either by sincere appreciation of the spiritual value of the book itself, or curios- 
ity to follow the path hewn by Doctor Hudson in the experience of another. For here 
is the journal which ultimately proved the motive force for The Magnificent Obsession, 
the journal as it was set down by Doctor Hudson himself. One feels that he must have 
been a real person (or that at any rate, in his fictional being he represented the 
personification of someone's experience and thought). Here we learn whence came the 
power — the inner strength through which he built spiritual, physical and worldly 
success. Here we trace the various experiments which proved his own theory. And here 
too we follow his opinion on a world facing much of what our world is facing today. 
+ This gives the book not only the customary hypodermic that Doctor Douglas so ably 

| administers, but a timeliness that is not to be ignored. There is no one writing 

today who can put more punch into a sermon - without making one conscious it is a

Tomlinson, H. M. THE DAY BEFORE Putnam 


This sharply diverges from Tomlinson's accustomed path. There is little 
of the sea; comparatively little of the exotic abstractions that have marred his 
books for many. It is a singularly timely book, in spite of the period harking back 
to the Edwardian era, and carrying through only to Sarajevo, for the way men's minds 
work and the hushed undercurrent of fear and the apathy away from the center of the 
whirlpool, all might be today, instead of "day before yesterday". The story starts 
on a faster pace than it sustains; one expects it to turn into a mystery story, but 
somehow the mystery takes second place, simply serving as a factor which gave Clem 
Venner his start in journalism. His experiences take him into the center of England's 
labor unrest, into the suffrage problems, into the rumblings of preparations for war 
on a British cruiser during manoeuvres. The story ends with the sinking of the 
Titanic and the news from Serbia. Tomlinson has lost none of his urbanity; he has 
brought himself down (should one say?) to the level of average intelligibility. It 


is not a great book, like Gallion'’s Reach; but it is a better book than his recent 


ones. $2. 50

He claims to have drawn on sensational revelations, on 
old records, annuals, etc. Milady de Winters is the subject of his microscopic 
analysis, as he delves into her previous affairs; her subsequent seductions; her 
eventual death (well deserved, in Thayer's version, though I always found her secret-— 
ly fascinating in Dumas' version of her tale.) Through it all runs the thread of 
exuberant and inexhaustible court scandals, in France, in England. D'Artagnan plays 


his part. It is rowdy, noisy, ribald - cheap. Can't see anything but rentals.

Kent, Ryland AFTER THIS Harper 


The adventures of the various passengers killed in the wreck of the Kali- 
purtha in the Indian Sea form a sort of Bridge of San Luts. Rey, as each individual 
encounters, in the interval just after dying, the problems their own lives and char- 
acters have made for them. Thus the Bishop and a tart work out their salvation to- 
gether, while gangsters are brought to goodness by children, a scientist gets faith 
through selfless love, two insular persons learn tolerance, young lovers learn to 
help others, a commonplace little man discovers every mortal's great heritage, etc., 
A fictional form of sermonizing, with virtues won through struggle, and vices

Finney, Charles G. PAST THE END OF THE PAVEMENT Holt 


This is certainly not a novel. It is an adult book in the same way that 
Stalky & Co. is adult, that Helen's. Babies. is adult, that Worth Remembering is adult. 
It is fun, it sounds authentic, but it all depends on how it strikes one's nostalgic 
chords how it sells. I liked it. Men may like it better than women. Anyhow - it is 
a story of two small boys, the older inclined to give orders and taunt the younger 
into doing the difficult things, but both driven by curiosity to find out about life 
and what goes on "past the end of the pavement". A pet drake causes a tempest in the 
community; a “rain of beetles" gets them into trouble; turtles almost lose them the 
roof over their heads; pet owlets bring down the wrath of the S P C A upon them; pet 
‘possums introduce them to mysteries of motherhood; and pet snakes almost prove their 
undoing.

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Caldwell, Taylor THE EAGLES GATHER’ 4 bia Scribner 


Sequel to Dynasty of Death, and dealing this time more with the fortunes 
and the misfortunes of the somewhat decadent inheritors of the Bouchard and Barbour 
fortunes and rights in munitions, than with the sweep of industry itself. The period 
is perhaps two generations beyond the main period of Dynasty of Death. The families 
have continued to intermarry, and their integrity seems to have dissipated in conflict 
over power, show, wealth and personalities. Christopher, cold-blooded schemer, is out 
to "get" the brother who holds the titular headship, and uses his brothers and even the 
little sister he pretended to adore, for his own ends. Into the picture come two 
members of the family, outsiders, none the less, — one an idealist, the other more 
unscrupulous than all the rest, and willing to show that it takes a thief to catch a 
thief. Between them, they upset the applecart. The characters are not so alive as in 
the earlier book; one feels that here is a book that is not the motivating force be- 
hind the necessity for the Washington investigations, but a book that aims to make use 
of the revelations, one way and another. Taylor Caldwell can tell a story; but the 
book leaves a bad taste in the mouth. I felt after finishing it, much as I did after 
seeing The Little Foxes on the stage. Perhaps, in the same way, it may find an avid 
public. $2.

Gilligan, Edmund WHITE SAILS CROWDING ufo /34 Scribner 


There is none of the turgid, semi-Joycian quality of the much disputed 
Boundary Against Night. This book has a unity of plot which the first lacked; it has 
some fine lyrical sea writing. It savors of its period, even down to a blurring of 
characterization, and obscurity of certain aspects. The story deals with a young law 
student who deserts Cambridge for a year halibut fishing off the Banks. It tells of 
Beles, of rigors, of shipwrecks on a bleak island, of being nursed back to life by the 
daughter of the house. Together they dream of escape, and find it within reach - but 
they are cheated. The rescue ship is the deserted Susan; the famine-stricken island 
has need for her stores; an iceberg traps them, as they think they are escaping. 
Eventually a Boston-bound boat takes them off. The appeal is largely for men - those 
that like sea stories. (Note shift to new publisher) $2.50

Hough, Frank O. IF NOT VICTORY Carrick & Evans 


Westchester County, New York, and the period of the American Revolution form 
the setting for the exploits of young Quaker Abe, scout for the Continental Army. 
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Sporadic fighting, a wound, a recurrent apathy about the whole thing, a latent sense 
that, worthwhile or not, this must be his fight, his country, his people - it is a 
different picture from the somewhat unrealistic aura of the conventional story of

Sandburg, Carl ABRAHAM LINCOLN: THE WAR YEARS Harcourt, Brace 


* * This promises to be the Number One biography for holiday sales in the high 
priced field; and an essential item for all public libraries. When The Prairie Years 
was published in 1926, the critical press, supported by an enthusiastic public, felt 
that the Sandburg Lincoln, as evidencedby the quality of these first two volumes, 
would be our generation's definitive life of Lincoln. Now, after a long lapse of 
time, The War Years, in four volumes, is appearing, I have seen (and read) only the 
first volume, which carries through the year 1862. We follow the throes of a coun- 
try on the verge of war, with a president newly elected by a minority vote, suspected 
by vast numbers, feared by others, disdained by even more. We follow his slow prog- 
ress from Illinois to Washington, and share an intimate picture of his own uncertain- 
ty and his overwhelming desire to maintain the unity of a country torn by dissension. 
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Sandburg, through voluminous quotation from all sources (journalistic, diarist, ete. ) 
makes us feel that we had been there, and that we, too, shared the confusion of 
divided opinions. Bit by bit, he fits personalities into the canvas, he gives enough 
of background and appearance and human interest to make Lincoln's friends and foes, 
Lincoln's contemporaries in the political arena, Lincoln's adherents and Lincoln's 
opponents, living, breathing people. He gives one various parts of the country, and 
the reflection of public opinion. Then - the inauguration, the turmoil of the months 
when war and peace still hung in the balance, the actual progress of the war, once 
launched, as day by day there seemed to be no action, no understanding that the coun- 
try was at war. Through all the opening months, there was turmoil of another sort 
going on in the national capital, office seekers, campaign debts to pay, the making 
and unmaking of a cabinet. The last third of the book deals almost week by week with 
the campaigns, showing up McClellan's vacillation, his egotism, his inclination to 
blame everything on lack of cooperation in Washington. The book ends with his resig- 
nation. There are glimpses of the White House, of Mrs. Lincoln, of the boys and of 
the loss of a son. There are intimate glimpses of Lincoln himself, as well as the 
broader sweep of Lincoln in relation to the problems he faced.... Somehow, magnifi- 
cent a piece of biography as this is, I miss the poetic quality of The Prairie Years, 
the sense of knowing the man, rather than the public figure. This - while all-in- 
clusive - differs less in quality from other memorable lives of Lincoln; rather is 

it all in one, with a balance of Lincoln the man, Lincoln the politician, Lincoln 

the statesman, Lincoln the warrior. It is not all white - neither is it all black, 
in delineation of the personalities of the period. The succeeding volumes will not 
be reported individually, since the plans should be made now for selling this set.
